The elalement of tbe receipts and ex- 


pendltcres of Ihe Government for the 
first sis month, of the current fiscal year, 
which means the last sis months of 1893, 
jnst Issued by the Treasury Department 
•bows a decided increase in the receipts 
as compared with the corresponding 
period of 1801. 
The revenue from the 


customs Increased from $18.836.566 40 
in December, 1891, to $18.808,384, and 
from t85.793.841 in the last sii months 
of 1891 to $100,576,337 00 In the Isst half 
of 1893. 


Tbe ioteroal revenue receipts, which 


were $13,437046 78 in December, 1891, 
rose to $14,848,836 21 in December, 
1893, and !or the half vear they were iu 
creased from $77.057,311 61 to $84,618, 
497 86. 
The total revenues were in 


creased from $37,983,985 73 to $83.313, 
911 10 for the month, and from $179, 
745.317 31 to $195,853,880 83 for tbe sis 
months. 


The payments for pensions have risen 


from $13.140,769 05 in December. 1891, 
to $14,943408 41 in December, 1893, and 
from $61,341,337 16 to $80.438,903 73 
in the last six months of the respective 
years. The total increase nf revenue for 
the six months was $30,108.668 51, ant) 
the increase in pension expenditures for 
tbe same time 
was $19,081,976 56. 


Luckily the ordinary expenses apart 
from pensions bave hardly increased at 
all, so that the revenues are still slightly 
ahead. 


In December, 1891, the Governmenl 


received $37,033,985 73 and expended 
$31,831,889 67, a balance of $3,888,- 
903 94 on tba wrong side of the ledger 


In December, 1893, the income was 


$33.313.911 10, ana the outlay $34,377,- 
133 58, leaving a deficiency of only $1,- 
064.113 48. For the last six months of 
1891 there was a deficit of $373,534 57 
while for the corresponding period of 
1893 there was a surplus of $503,366 40 


The internal revenue rece'pts appear 


BOW t > be practically at par for tho pay- 
ment of pensions. Last month the pen- 
sion expenditures took more money b; 
nearly $100,000 than Ihe internal revenue 
taxes brought in, but for the last, six 
months these taxes produced enouzh'to 
pay the pensions and about $4,000,000 


The returns show that alter twenty 


seven years of unbroken peace more than 
two-thirds of our entire national ex 
penditures go for pnrpuars connectec 
with the war. On I of »n aggregate out 
lay of $34,377.133 58 in December, 1893 
vie sptnt $33.491,425 93 for the army 
navy and pensions, and the same pro 
portions ran Hiroimli the year.

THK PACIFIC KA1LUOAD DIBTW 


Senator Frye of Maine has introduce! 


a bill authorizing tho appointment of 
commission to settle the claims erowin; 
out of the issue of bonds of the United 
States to aid in the construction of cer- 
tain railroads. The bill is for the pur- 
pose of securing to the U ailed States the 
payment of all indebtedness of the Union 
Pacific and Kuns-ts Pacific, now forming 
a brunch of the Union Pacific, tho Union 
and Central P.ciflc and tho Western Pa- 
cific, now forming a part of the Central 
Pacific, and tho Sioux City and Pacific 
railroad companies. 


The bill uuthoriz's the President lo 


appoint a commission to be composed of 
two Republicans, two Democrats and one 
P.ipnlist for a term of one year, with 
authority to extend the term two years, 
at an annual saUry of $10,000 each per 
wear and expenses. These commissioners 
will be lequired to devote their whole 
time to Ihe work for which they will be 
appointed and their salaries are lo be 
paid jointly by the United States and 
tbe railroads. 
The commission is vested 


with authority to ascertain the amount of 
the obligations duo or to become <iue to 
the United States and to enter into an 
agreement with the companies to adjust 
tbe obligations and extend the time ol 
payment on just and equitable terms, 
subject to luo approval of the Presi 
dent snd the Secretary of the Interior. 


It U to be hoped in the interest of Ne- 


vada that the debts of the railroads will 
be adjusted at an early day. At present 
tbe Central Pacific Rtilroad Company 
seem* intent on sustaining the idea ad 
Taoced by one of its agents Iliat the road 
is, so far as business is concerned, merely 
a bridge between Reno and O^dcn. It 
its obligations to Ihe Government are ad 
justed, sclf-ioterest, if nothing else, will 
induce it to aid in -developing the re- 
sources of the country along its lino in 
Nevada. It could greatly increase the 
traffic of Us road by encouraging the ir 
rlgation of lands, bringing immigrants to 
Nevada at less fare than to Sun Francisco 
and making freight rates from Eastern 
points to Ihe principal towns in this 
State the same as to tida water.

wblatl* i* blowing, that of the Navajot 
where a few men are employed keeping (be 
water down iu tb« lower level*. Thus are 
several hundred people io that town wbo 
are now destitute and before the Winter is 
over will have to aabstst upon charity 
They have, not money enough to get away, 
tbile to remain means possible starvation 
jelore tbe close of the Winter. Everybody 
(ho can ia leaving. The situation there 
'or many men Oi families is desperate, 
People are leaving Elko likewise, and in 
ant the outlook in all tbe em-tern counties 
* gloomy and discouraging." 


The interview wa* widely copied and 


seemed lo awake a storm of adverse oriti 
oism In tbe eastern part of tba State, par- 
ionlarly at Elko, tbe papers ol which town 
proceeded to abuse Mr. Plnmmer io n 


anner which that gentleman :oertalnly 
lid not merit. 
In Tuesday's issue of tbe 


llko Independent ia published a Utter 
rom Mr. Plummer, in which be narrates 
he subs tan oe ol what bo* remembers to 
lave said in the iuterviuw. 
Commenting 


n Ibi* th* Independent ssyc: 
"We are forced to say, however, that wa 


an lee bnt little difference b;-tween his

Tho clima e nud soil of Nevada sic pe- 


culiarly adaptid to tbe cultivation ol sag»r 
beets. There ought to bd at1 least a half 
dozen bait sugar factories in tbo Siate. 
It 


hea been demonstrated at tbe Nevada Agri- 
cultural Experiment Sltatioj) that sugar 
Ueetg grown at tbe station oouwVin a higher 
percentage ol sugar than those produced at 
any other place iu tbo world, and the loll 
at IhesUtion does not differ in any respect 
from that ol tbo surrounding country, 
There should tu a factory in tbe vicinity ol 
B«oo, and oho one at Lovf-look, where the 
soil is similar to that of the Truckle Me»d< 
ox*. As it vfo«.ld require 8,000 acre* ol 
and lo supply a beet sugar fiotory ol or- 
dinary capacity the production ot beet 
sugar would Bliamlute 'he reclamation of 
desert lands. At present alf*l(.i, wh«at 
and potatoes Ate tbe only profitable crops 
raised in Nevada aod much of the alfalfa 
has to find a market In California. 
With 


a Roger beet laotory less olfalft wonld be 
produced and it woald command a higher 
price. This wonld induce, capital to bqild 
irrigating ditches and storage reservoirs 
and bring thoniands of acres of land, whivh 
now produce nothing bnt sagebrush, uodor 
cultivation. 


However, in justice to Mr. Plnmmer,

Ere long another pf the fast vanishing 
localities, peopled by the jrenius of the 
master novelist with characters nv>re 
real tons in some respects than their 
present inhabitants, will be nonexistent. 
Entering Lincoln's-inn-flelds from Great 
Queen street, turn to the right, pause at 
68, and picture Mr. Tnlkinghorn emerg- 
ing one evening from, chambers where 
'•lawyers lie like maggots in nuts." Im- 
agine him walking through the inn, 
passing beneath ita ancient Tudor gate- 
way, and visiting Mr. Snagsby, the law 
stationer-in-Cook's court, Curritor street, 
with a view of ascertaining where Nemo, 
the mysterious law writer, lives. 


A little to the south of Old Buildings, 


on the west side of Chancery lane, aw 
Bishop's court and Chichester Bents, 
the latter approached through a tun- 
neled passage alongside the Three Tuns 
public house. To the Bents came the 
"two gentlemen, not very neat about 
the cuffs and buttons," who instituted 
perquisitions through the court, dived 
into the Sol's parlor and wrote with 
ravenous little pens on tissue paper 
"those sensational reports of the inquest 
which had just been held at that well 
known and popular house of entertain- 
ment, the Old Sol's Arms." 
Sol's is the present Old Ship Tavern. 


It stands at the head of the court, fac- 
ing it on, one side and the wall of Lincoln 
Inn on the other. It is certainly ancient 
enough, and on the first floor can still 
be seen the identical long, low room 
where the coroner presided, and where 
little Swills, the comic vocalist, pre- 
sented to the harmonic meeting his ad- 
mirable impersonation of that important 
official. 
So far identification is plain sailing. 


But where was the famous rag and bot- 
tle shop, whose gin soaked proprietor 
died from spontaneous combustion? Mr. 
Bimmer, in "Abont London with Dick- 
ens," is silent on the subject. The writer

of "Dickens' London" thinks it must 
have stood in Bishop's court hard hy— 
for no other reason apparently than the> 
fact of ita being "an old, narrow, dreary, 
decaying and mournful passage, just 
tho place in which such people as the 
poor law writer and craz/ Miss Fhte 
would have made a home." 


But a careful study of every allusion 


made by Dickens to tha locality will, I 
think, show that Mr. Pemberton is 
probably mistaken. 
Krook's shop is 


spoken of as "l>ing and being in the 
shadow of the wall" — "blinded by 
the wall." 
No house in Bishop's 


court exactly answers to this descrip- 
tion. On the 
contrary, the only 


likely one at the corner next to Old 
Sol's faces an open passageway whick: 
leads to New square. Krook's must 
therefore be sought for at Nos. 8 and 
9 in the Bents (now occupied by a 
law stationer), opposite the Old Ship, 
fronting the court on one side and on 
the other "within a couple of yards off 
and entirely blinded by the wall" so 
often referred to in the narrative. 


Miss Plite, meeting Esthe* Summer, 


son and the wards in chancery one morn- 
ing in Old square, invited them to come 
and see her lodgings. So close by did 
ghn live that, "slipping out at a little 
side gate," she "stopped most unexpect- 
edly in a narrow back street" (Star yard, 
leading to Carey street), "part of some 
courts and lanes immediately outside 
the wall of the inn," and she was at 
home. She lodged in a garret at the 
top of Krook's shop, described as "blind- 
ed t>y the wall of Lincoln's Inn, which 
intercepted the light within a couple of 
yards." She lived in a pretty large 
room, from which she had a glimpse of 
the roof of Lincoln's Inn hall; the new 
one, be it remembered, for the old hall 
is entirely shut out from view by the tall 
houses in old buildings. 
It is during the visit that the poor 


little creature draws aside the curtain 
of the long, low garret window and calls 
attention to a number of bird cages 
hanging there, whose occupants Lady 
Jane, the cat, is forever striving to de- 
vour, crouehing "on the parapet outside 
for hours and hours." This is conclusive 
testimony, for no other house in either 
court—save the Old Ship—possesses an 
attic with an outside parapet. The win- 
dows are mostly dormers, or flush with 
the wall, while from no other garret 
window—except Sol's—can a glimpse of 
the old hall roof he had. 
This can 


readily be tested by standing close to 
the hall and looking through the trees 
toward Chichester Bents, where the 
slated top story and long, low garret 
window of the rag and bottle shop may 
be identified. 


In a miserable back room on the sec- 


ond floor of this dismal abode Captain 
Sawdon, alias Nemo, was found dead 
by Mr. Tulkinghorn and Krook-dyuig 
by his own hands from an overdose of 
opium. "To a hemmed In churchyard, 
pestiferous and obscene, they take our 
dear brother here departed and lower 
him down a foot or two." On the steps 
leading to this charnelhonse Dame 
Durden finds her mother, "with one 
arm creeping around a bar of the iron 
gate and seeming to embrace it." This 
spot is rather hard to find, but walk up 
Catherine street from the Strand, and 
half way up on the right turn into Bus- 
sell conrt leading into Drnry lane, and 
midway to the left of this passage, is the 
approach to the "consecrated ground." 


The little tunnel of a court is much aa 


it was forty years ago. But the lamp is 
Bone.«»d the old iron gate isnotthe 
one depicted by H. K. Browne. Chil- 
dren now play as best they can on the 
asphalted surfaca ot the hemmed in 
area, where once poor Jo saw the mortal 
remains of tho stranger who hud been 
" werrv good" to him pot into tbe ground 
••wwry nigh the top."—St. James tta- 
wrrt.

By this time .the amalgam nsed in 


making glass mirrora was much like 
that of today, the difference being in tbe 
method of ita application. The process 
was to spread tinfoil on a plain surface, 
to pour mercury over that and rub the 
two together with the hand or with a 
hare's foot. The, amalgam thus formed 
was then covered with paper, over 
which glass was laid. The paper wai 
then withdrawn and weights pressed on 
the glass, pressing out tbe excess of mer- 
cury.—New York World.
